% AMONG THOSE PRESENT 


““Mhe [British idea of the part America 
played in the winning of the war is striking- 
ly shown in a recent editorial in the London 
Times on the celebration of battle anniver- 
saries. \ 

‘“Why have we in England no celebration 

of the Marne’’? asks the editor, ‘‘no celebra- 
tion of any among the wondrous feats of arms 
in which we and our French allies shattered 
and ground to powder the over-weening hosts 
of aggressive and vainglorious Germany’’? 
’ Americans have little interest whether those 
events are celebrated in Englard or not, but 
they will more than lift a casual e;ebrow 
when they read how ‘‘we and our Fre:ch al- 
lies ground Germany to powder. There has 
been more than a suspicion in United States 
that American soldiers took a prominent part 
in the shattering and grinding process. In- 
deed, it has been accepted as a fact in this 
country that if the American army had not 
made its heroic drive through the Argonne 
Forest and severed the principal line of com- 
munications by which Germany was feeding 
its army in the west, the process of shattering 
and grinding might have been reversed. 


The Germans did some shattering and grind- 
ing of their own in the spring and summer 
of 1918. It was in full swing whe the Amer- 
ican army was thrown into the breach in July 
of that year and turned the tide of defeat into 
victory, Early in that year the ‘“overweening 
hosts of aggressive and vainglorious Ger- 
many’’ in three days drove the British army 
from Belgian territory that it had taken 
many weary months and many thousands of 
lives to win. A little later the French and 
British together were forced back towards 
Amiens over a tremendous stretch of terrain 
in a dashing drive by those same ‘‘overween- 
ing hosts.” In June the Germans went 
through French lines from, the Aisne to the 
- Marne and set the stage for a march on Paris 
down the Marne valley. That, in brief, was 
the way ‘‘we and our French allies’’ ground 
the Germans to powder in 1918! 

‘When the march to Paris was scheduled to 
start the American army was on the ground 
and the Germans had not proceeded far when 
they were thrown back in confusion at 
Chateau Thierry and along the line south of 
Soissons, where Marshal Foch had decided to 
strike his decisive blow. American divisions 
bore, the brunt of that attack, although ,aided 
by British and French solders. It marked the 
turning point of the war. Shortly thereafter 
came the pattle of St. Mihiel when 600,000 
men under General Pershing in two days 
swept the Germans from a salient that they | 
had held in the face of th allies for four 
years, 


Then began the greatest single operation 
of the war, the Meuse-Argonne offensive. 
Twenty-one American divisions, many of them 
the first time under fire, met and conquered 
‘forty veteran German divisions through the 
most difficult country that an army ever 
fought over. The battle lasted six weeks, dur- 
ing which the Americans took 26,000 prison- 
ers and captured almost 500 cannon. On the 
6th of November General Pershing found him. 
self on the Meuse, opposite Sedan. ‘‘We had 
eut th enemy’s main line of communizations,”’ 
he reported, ‘‘and nothing but surrender or 
an armistice could save his army from com- 
plete disaster.’”
